RESOLUTION OF THE CITY COUNCIL

RESOLUTION REQUESTING RELOCATION OF MAILBOXES
FOR MORGAN AVENUE

Resolved that,

WHEREAS, the health, safety and welfare of the citizens of the City of Warwick are
matters of paramount importance to the City Council; and

WHEREAS, Morgan Avenue is a long street that terminates in a dead end; and
WHEREAS, many elderly citizens live on Morgan Avenue; and

WHEREAS, the mailboxes for the houses on Morgan Avenue are situated in one location on
an adjacent street more than 200 feet from the dead end portion of Morgan Avenue; and

WHEREAS, the lack of home mail delivery and the necessity of traveling such a long
distance to get mail is a serious hardship on the elderly residents of Morgan Avenue, which hardship
is aggravated in the winter time because the mailboxes are not accessible due to plowed snow at the
mailboxes so the residents must travel to the post office to get their mail; and

Whereas, the City Council desires that the post office to make home delivery of mail to the
residents of Morgan Avenue to alleviate the hardship being suffered by those residents.

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, the City Council hereby requests that the post
office make home delivery of mail to the residents of Morgan Avenue.

The City Clerk is hereby directed to forward a copy of this Resolution to the Warwick Post
Master, Congressman Langevin and Senators Reed and Whitehouse.

This Resolution shall take effect upon passage.
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
